The main office and headquarters of the company will be 
located at East Syracuse, where the main factory is situated, 
and there will be branch offices in New York, Chicago and 
Toronto. The factories are at East Syracuse and Ottawa, 
Ill., with a large shipping house at Chicago. 

The new company absorbs the following concerns: ‘The 
Hamilton Silver Mfg. Co., of New York and Chicago; the 
Benedict-Dunn Co., incorporated under the State laws of 
Connecticut for the manufacture of flatware at Bridgeport, 
Conn., and the Benedict-Clark Silver Co., of Ottawa, IIL, 
manufacturers of silver novelties.

Editorial Trade Review. 


Getting a good portion of our inclement Winter 


weather near New York during the past fortnight, and: 


which has also been a feature in other localities, has han- 
dicapped country trade through bad roads, lessened to 
some extent the current orders from the retailer for his 
daily wants, and made the conditions easier to keep pace 
with. The general trade in its volume is, however, ex- 
ceptionally good, and satisfaction is shown in the belief 
that Winter can now be counted upon to close its meteo- 
rological season at a date not very remote. 

The travelers now out on the warpath with a view of 
supplying every possible want the dealer could discover, 
are sending home the most encouraging orders for imme- 
diate shipment within their experience. The orders rep- 
resent a condition in the general stocks gratifying to no- 
tice. They are well assorted as to volume of goods; the 
demand is gradually showing a desire for better grades 
of goods than has been the case in former seasons, show- 
ing the possession of ability to pay for purchases spring- 
ing from continued employment among the workers, 
which produces a wish to have better surroundings, 
handsomer household necessities, and creates a gen- 
eral, up-to-date belief in the fact that life is more 
decidedly worth living. 

Among the mechanical appliances wanted by skilled 
labor the same fact is noticeable. It is no longer the de- 
mand for something that will just fill the bill at lowest 
possible cost; but a better article than previously pre- 
vailed, that will more quickly accomplish the result and 
prove a pleasure to use. 
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Too much “Cheap John” Hardware has been distrib- 
uted by all the dealers during recent years, and that fact 


alone helps to create the demand for the better goods now 


everywhere called for, the goods previously purchased 
having no lasting qualities. The trade has been looking for 


this reaction from the large sale of department store trash, 
unloaded asit has been on the general community. As 
only Hardware stores proper will stock up on goods 
of known quality and reputation, a much better 
average of profit may be anticipated even with this 
unsoud competition so justly complained of. 

The demand for Builders’ Hardware already exceeds 
the ability of the manufacturers to deliver promptly on 
specified dates, and this delay in the execution of orders 
has the natural effect of creating a larger number of them. 
coupled with conditions providing for delivery at some 
impossible date, rendered so by lacking facilities to pro- 
duce several months’ ordinary supplies within the limits 
of one. The manufacturers in this line are confident of 
the largest Spring trade they have known in too many 
years to count. 

Seasonable specialties are doing very well in the way 
of deliveries, manufacturers having got ahead on their 
stock requirements when no fear of a possible lower range 
of quotations would create a restricted production. Goods, 
which like axes have been held at prices too low for pros- 
pective profits, have been in poor supply during the past 
season. Now we find by a combination of efforts toward 
co-operation, higher prices are found to be obtainable, and 
the market so completely demoralized heretofore, will be 
found in another season the steadiest in the industry. It 
wasn't the knowledge that any large advance in price was 
essential, but the fact that whatever prices were agreed 
upon would be arbitrary and without the unwise con- 
cessions that shaded profits already sufficiently indefinite. 

The withdrawal of quotations by manufacturers of steel 
goods would seem to indicate full order books, and a de- 
sire for a let-up on demand, until the way seems clear to 
make deliveries already under contract. Most of the fac- 
tories having enough orders already booked to run them 
six months. This changein the conditions will certainly 
make the market less inclined to suffer from quotations 
based on previous price lists and discounts not now avail- 
able to the largest buyers. ° 


Report of The Commissioner of Patents. 


The report of the Commissioner of Patents recently sub- 
mitted to Congress is interesting as showing that the busi- 
ness of the patent office for the year ending December 31, 
1901, was the greatest in the history of the office. The re- 
ceipts for the year amounted to $1,499,398.16. The total ex- 
penditures were $1,297,385.64, leaving a surplus for the year 
of $152,012.52. The balance in the Treasury of the United 
States to the credit of the patent office is now $5,329,471.00. 

52,912 applications for patents were filed, and 27,373 pat- 
ents were issued, being the largest annual issue in the entire 
history of the office. The total number of trade-marks, 
prints, and labels registered during the year was 2,965, the 
largest yearly issue of certificates of registration. 

The press of work has been so great that twenty-one of the 
thirty-six examining divisions are over one month in arrears 
in their work. These divisions are required to work until 
5 o’clock p. m. so long as their work remains more than one 
month in arrears, thus 128 examiners and assistants out of 
219 are working one hour each day over time to keep up the 
work of their divisions. This condition is due to the fact 
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that the business of the office has outgrown the examining 
corps. 

The report also shows that the office has been making money 
for the Government since 1836, one year, 1883, turning into 
the Treasury $471,005.14. Notwithstanding the enormous 
sum to the credit of the patent office, Congress will not ap- 
propriate sufficient money to properly carry on the work of

Death of Francis A. Pratt. 


‘ 

Ex-President Francis A. Pratt, of the Pratt & Whitney 
Co., died suddenly at his home in Hartford, Conn., Febru- 
arv 10. 

\ir. Pratt was born in Woodstock, Vt., February 15, 1827, 
being the descendant of a family of noted influence in Eng- 
land. In 1852, through the influence of Samuel Batchelder, 
he removed to Hartford and took a position in the Colt 
works. It was there that he became acquainted with Amos 
Whitney, who from that period until the end of his life was 
his most intimate business associate. Mr. Pratt became the 
superintendent of the Phcenix Iron Works and Mr. Whitney 
connected with this great industrial centre. 
Both remained there until 1861, when they entered into the 
partnership that culminated in the Pratt & Whitney plant, 
one of the largest and most important industries that has been 
founded in Hartford during the past forty years. 

Messrs. Pratt & Whitney started on Potter Street. 
of their first work was for the Willimantic Linen Co. In 
1862 Monroe Stannard, of New Britain, was admitted to the 
new partnership, each of the members contributing $1,200. 
In 1865 the firm erected the first of a group of buildings that 
now constitute the Pratt & Whitney establishment. The 
company was incorporated under a charter from the State 
in 1869. The capital was $350,000. It was afterwards ijn- 
creased to $500,000 from the earnings. Mr. Platt became the 
president and Mr. Whitney superintendent of the works. 

President Pratt had a genius for the lines of work in which

terest of the company, traveling in England, Germany, 
Franee, Austria and Italy. The foreign business which he 
secured for the company aggregated upwards of $3,000,000.

entire period in which he was the president of the company. 


He was honored by the corps of workmen which 


But few men have so deeply impressed the working classes 
with the sympathy, encouragement and appreciation which 
should be extended to them by the managers of capital. He 
was under all circumstances the friend of the laboring man. 
Mr. Pratt was a member of St. John’s Lodge, F. & A. M., of 
Hartford. His character was built on the solid granite. His 
personal integrity, his uprightness, the loyalty of his relation- 
ships and the manhood which he displayed in all of life’s 
concerns made him a man but rarely equalled. His loss will 
be one of the greatest that Hartford has sustained. 

Ex-President Pratt leaves a wife and two children. He 
was married October 31, 1850, to Miss Harriet E. Cole, of 
Lowell. The two surviving children are ‘Mrs. Carrie Louise 
Spalding and Francis C. Pratt, secretary of the Pratt & Whit- 
ney Co. 


Death of John B. Varick. 


John B. Varick died at his residence in Manchester, New 
Hampshire, February 8, after a long and painful illness. The 
disease from which he suffered was enlargement of the heart. 
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John Barnes Varick was born in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., on 
January 29, 1833. He was a descendant of an old Dutch 
family which was identified with the early history of New 
York, one of its members being Col. Richard Varick, who was 
quartermaster general on General Washington’s staff, and 
was afterwards Mayor of New York, from 1789 to 1801, hold- 
Varick 
Street, an important thoroughfare in the early days of the 
metropolis, was named in honor of Colonel '‘Varick. The 
father of John B. Varick was Dr. Richard A. Varick, who 
was in his day the leading physician in Dutchess County, 
New York. 

Mr. Varick came to Manchester in 1849, being but 16 years 
of age, and entered the employ of his cousin, John P. Ad- 


ing the office longer than any of his successors. 


riance, who was in the Hardware business on Elm Street. 
T'wo years later Mr. Adriance disposed of his interest to 
Messrs. Varick and Dennis, and then in 1855 Mr. Dennis

withdrew from the partnership and the firm became Varick, 
Storm & Co. Still another change came three years later 
when Mr. Storm retired and was succeeded by Walter Ad- 
riance, the firm being known as John B. Varick & Co. In 
1860 Mr. 'Varick purchased his partner’s interest and from 
that time to the day of his death he was the sole owner of the 
well known Hardware establishment which bore his name. 

Mr. Varick’s enterprise was well illustrated in 1892 when 
his retail store was entirely destroyed by fire. In four days a 
temporary structure, 192x32 feet in ground dimension was 
built on the vacant lot west of the city hall, and in three 
weeks the Varick Co. was doing business there with a full 
line of goods. Combined with this energy was a sterling 
honesty, so that the splendid progress of the business which 
Mr. Varick built up was of the most substantial kind, and 
both at home and abroad the name of John B. Varick was 
known to stand for legitimate business of the best type. 

Probably no man in New Hampshire, except those who 
have followed the sea, has crossed the Atlantic as many times 
as did the subject of this sketch. He made over fifteen trips 
to England or the continent, finding unfailing delight iu 
the voyage each time. He was on board the fated ocean 
liner Oregon which sank while approaching New York a 
number of years ago, and was the last person to leave the 
vessel. 

Mr. Varick was twice married, his first wife being Isabel 
Rice, daughter of Thomas Rice, of Newton, Mass. His chil- 
dren by this marriage were Thomas Rice Varick, of Manches- 
ter, and Richard Varick. In 1881 Mr. Varick married Miss 
Melusina A. Hopkins, of San Francisco, Cal. One child was 
born to him of this marriage, a son, Remsen Varick. He is 
survived by Mrs. Varick and all of his children.

Chiropody. 

QUESTION: For some years past I have been interested in 
the study of the foot, and I should like to be informed 
whether there are any laws affecting a person’s right to prac- 
tice chiropody. 

Repty: There has been in comparatively recent years leg- 
islation in New York State upon the subject of chiropody. 
Chapter 208 of the laws of 1898 provides for the incorpora- 
tion or the continuation of an institution called the New 
Pedic Society. The law referred to provides for the exam- 
ination of a person desiring to practise chiropody, and upon 
the examination being satisfactory passed, a certificate is 
issued by the Pedic Society authorizing the person to prac- 
tise chiropody. The law also provides that the Pedic Society 
shall issue a certificate without examination to the appli- 
cant therefor, provided the applicant was engaged in the 
practise of chiropody prior to the year 1893. 


QuEsTION: Kindly inform me if it is necessary to file a 
certificate of partnership with the County Clerk, in case a 
party uses his father’s name and adds “Son” to it. What are 
the steps to be taken, and is there any penalty for not filing 
the certificate ? 


Repty: Under the section of the Penal Code relating to 
the filing of certificates of partnership, we are of the opinion 
that it is necessary in the case supposed to file a certificate, 
stating the names and addresses of the members of the part- 
nership. A failure to comply with the statute referred to, is 
made a misdemeanor and is punishable by a fine of not more 
than $500 and imprisonment for not more than one year or 
both. The certificate to be properly filled out, acknowledged 
by the members of the firm and filed in the office of the Clerk 
of the County where the firm does business.

This well known reliable concern 
dates back to 1812—just ninety years ago—and was the 
pioneer in its line and has always occupied the position of 
being the largest and the most important leader in the indus- 
try.

Jennings, Frank OC. Jennings and A. Gardiner Cooper, all 
of whom were, as above indicated, members of the old firm. 

The three Messrs. Jennings, it is proper to mention, are 
nephews of the late John C. Cook, and all of them have for 
a long time been identified with the business. 

No concern in this country, in any line of business what-

The warehouse at the above address is one of the 
business landmarks of that old section of the city. The con- 
nections of the firm extend to pretty nearly all parts of the 
country, and a number of their customers have done business 
with them thirty, forty, fifty and even sixty years.

Our British Letter. 
(By Our Special Correspondent.) 
Lonpon, Feb. 11, 1902. 

The Americanization of the Atlantic is one of the ques- 
tions just now occupying the attention of shippers and those 
interested in the various lines of merchant vessels which cross 
to and fro between the two great English speaking peoples. 
Negotiations for the control of the Atlantic freight traffic 
have been carried on for a year or more. During this time 
several German lines were purchased, but Germany is now 
alive to the danger of surrendering its shipping. Freights 
have fallen low owing to railway influence and powerful or- 
ganizations backed by the great steel and coal kings of 
America. If the present provisional arrangements for the 
control of American freight are carried out American manu- 
facturers will be able to flood the markets of Europe on 
even more advantageous rates than are at present obtained. 

The Royal Commission now inquiring into “The Extent 
and Available Resources of the Coal Fields of the United 
Kingdom” will probably discover not only the extent of our 
coal fields, but will make searching inquiry into the means 
adopted to procure coal. It is well known that in the ma- 
jority of mines in this country mining is carried out on very 
primitive plans. Hand labor is still largely employed and 
comparatively few of the modern methods that science has 
devised are adopted. The United States have long applied 
electricity on their coal fields and Americans have competed 
with us in the Mediterranean and other parts of the world. 
The inquiry will probably lead to an “awakening,” and the 
ultimate use of coal-cutting machinery. Electric drills, 
electric haulage and other labor saving and less costly means 
of production have long been needed. 

Among the more stirring matters in the gas lighting world 
the affairs of the Welsbach Co. have been prominent during 
the past few weeks. The recent stormy meeting of the share- 
holders held to consider the report of the Advisory Committee 
resulted in the enforced resignation of the directors. The new 
board is pledged to a course of retrenchment and reform and 
the great aim of the new directors will be to make the under- 
taking a paying one, framed on a sound commercial basis. 
They have already stated that they intend to uphold the com- 
pany’s patents by vigorous action, if found necessary. The 
lawsuits in which this unfortunate company have been in- 
volved are legion and it would appear they are not likely to 
be lessened. 

On January 25th, in the King’s Bench Division of the 
High Court, thirty-six cases were down for hearing before 
Justice Phillimore. In none of these did the defendants put 
in an appearance, the Welsbach Co. obtaining restraining 
injunctions against the infringements of their patent rights; 
and the stocks of mantles held by the various offending firms 
were ordered to be given up. 

There is a steady increase in the use of incandescent gas 
lighting in this country, and there are few towns or villages 
where it is not extensively used. Naturally, there is a de- 
mand for a low priced mantle and sellers are not slow to 
avail themselves of it, even at the risk of proceedings being 
taken against them. 
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Smart advertising is no longer regarded as the exclusive 
property of Hardwaremen on the other side of the water. 
A Brighton ironmonger has recently adopted a novel form of 
advertising his tool trade. He made a special purchase of 
5,000 saw files and announced that he would present one free 
to all bona fide mechanics. Inquiries came from far and near, 
and every applicant received a file together with a bright and 
attractive price list of cheap and good tools. The advertise- 
ment is novel and perhaps costly, but it cannot fail to pay in 
the long run. 

The progress of civilization and the advancement of science 
is observed in the construction of a telephone service right 
into the heart of Africa, penetrating to the capital of Abys- 
sinia. It is amusing to note that although one of the latest 
applications of electrical science has been adopted by the one 
time barbarian race, governed by King Menelik, the march 
of civilization and the present day humane treatment of even 
eriminals has not followed so rapidly. The penalty for in- 

juring a post or wire—the chopping off of the right hand— 
speaks for itself.

ADDRESS OF J. W. BLACK, OF BURHANS & BLACK CO., SYRACUSE, N. Y. 

Gentlemen: In preparing a paper for this meeting, I feel 
| have taken upon myself a deep responsibility. There sre 
many here who have had many years of experience and ac- 
tivity in the business we are engaged in. Were it possible 
to pry into the secret stores of knowledge which they possess, 
I doubt not but that they could give us very interesting infor- 
mation on these lines. Inasmuch as they will not divulge 
their interesting past and favor us, you will have to rest con- 
tent with a lesser light. 

The many details of mereantile affairs as connected with 
the Hardware trade are very numerous; in fact, as much, if 
not more so, than in any other branch of business. There is 
a very meager chance for the slow-going, old style business 
man who still insists upon wearing sandals, because his fore- 
fathers did so before him. Now, 

IN THESE DAYS OF MODERN INVENTIONS, 

the days of the great Edison and Mareoni, the gigantic finan- 
cial operations which have been successfully carried through 
by such men as Morgan, Carnegie and others, and the many 
prominent moneyed institutions which exist with such large 
and untold wealth, lead one to pause in wonder. Is it rea! ¢ 
We are now experiencing a condition of great prosperity. 
This has continued through a longer period than the pessimist 
had predicted and extended to a date much farther in the fu- 
ture than the extreme optimist has imagined. It is wise, in 
the face of all this, to prepare for the change which must 
inevitably follow. It is also the belief of most well-balanced 
minds that the prudent man will fortify himself for a con- 
dition which will only be in a measure a repetition of past ex- 
perience. ‘The business we represent here to-day is prosper- 
ous and will no doubt continue to be so during the year 1902. 
Still, we must not be surprised to see declines in the interim. 
There is one important factor which enters largely into the 
present situation, and we cannot ignore it. 

THE GIGANTIC CONSOLIDATIONS OF MANUFACTURING INTERESTS, 
of railroads and finance, have been, and are to this day, the 
balance wheel of commerce. We at least know from day to 
day that our merchandise has a value devoid of that uncer- 
tainty which we have experienced previous to their forma- 
tion. If the business of large corporations are so success- 
ful, is there not something to be learned from them? In the 
opinion of the writer the largest factor in bringing about this 
result is a broad-minded policy. In the management of our 
business there are many obstacles which are continually 
presenting themselves for our consideration. We have the 
startling fact that each year our expenses are growing larger, 
and our profits reduced in a similar proportion. I believe 
that inferior salesmen will prevent you from doing a success- 
ful business. A man should be paid on the basis of what he 
has accomplished. He should be an educated man and of 


good address, and most important of all, possess good judg- 
ment. 





You will always find competition wherever you go. Would 
it not be an ideal condition if we could get on without it? 
I fear, however, we shall continue to experience it so long as 
we exist in a mereantile way. Our association should by co- 
operation endeavor to smooth the way as much as possible. 

THE CONSIDERATION OF COMPETITION 

is something which is of great importance at the present time. 
Perhaps some of you are not interested in this subject owing 
to the fact that you have none. If such is the case, we think 
you are exceptional. We believe that the trouble comes 
from the jobbers themselves. The man who relies solely on 
the information which is given him by his travelers will 
often go astray, owing to the fact that this same traveler, 
although he is sincere in the statements which he makes, 
is misled by the fact that his information does not come 
from a reliable souree. Also, he does not take sufficient 
time to investigate: in other words, he does not go to the 
bottom of it. An extremely low price which is once made to 
a customer simply establishes a precedent for others to fol- 
low. The customer will take particular delight in giving 
this information to other travelers, and very soon you will 
find that the price on this class of goods is demoralized 
throughout the entire State. We should make up our minds 
to be a little more conservative in listening to such state- 
ments and not econelude hastily that we must meet such 
concessions until we have the absolute facts in the ease: 
even then we should question well its advisability. 

When we are continually selling at a ridiculously low 
price, would it not be wise to always bear in mind that we 
have a fixed percentage of cost which it is necessary to con- 
sider. 

Our salary list, our general office expenses, the increase 
in rents, ete., are much in excess of former years. The im- 
mense detail which is a necessity in doing a large business 
and a successful one, requires much study, so that we may 
be able to keep our expense account within reasonable 
bounds. 

THIS CONTINUED STRIFE TO SUCCEED 
is a strong factor in reducing the percentage of profits on 
our sales. If we would but be content to confine ourselves 
to the territory which naturally belongs to us, it would net 
us better results. If each and every one should figure oec- 
easionally, if not at all times, the cost and percentage of 
profit that a traveler makes for him, we would not hesitate 
tc guarantee at the end of the year that he would be selling 
goods not only at a better profit, but he would sell less of 
merchandise which does not bring a profit at all. I really 
believe there is not a firm represented here to-day who has 
not customers who are unremunerative and does not pay him 
to sell. We would suggest that with these accounts which 
are under suspicion in this respect, that you will figure the 
profit on what you have been selling them during the year 
1901, and we believe after doing so, you will be rather 
startled at the results. I will illustrate by giving you the 
facts in one ease. <A certain jobber sold to one man fifteen 
hundred ($1,500) dollars worth of merchandise in one year. 
The average profit was 11 per cent. <A good proportion of 
it was in barbed wire and nails. This same firm was earry- 
ing this man’s paper for eight hundred ($800) dollars. 
What did the jobber do? He made a detailed statement of 
it and told his traveler to show it to his customer. What 
was the result? The traveler got the largest order for shelf 
goods and merchandise paying a profit he ever received 
from him, and there were no nails or wire in it either. 
Gentlemen, don’t give in too easy, and you will have more 
money at the end of the year. Lots of people will tell you 
how to get rich, but they do not tell you why they didn’t get 
rich. It is not always the man who sells the most goods 
who makes the most money. 
THE GREAT TROUBLE WITH SOME TRAVELERS 

is that they do not have enough confidence in themselves. 
Perhaps you will doubt this statement, but it is neverthe- 
less true in some respects. They do not always realize the 
proper time to say “No,” in reply to an unreasonable re- 
quest. We should remember that it is for our interest to 
treat our trade fairly and honorably. We believe they will 
appreciate our efforts in every case. The jobber is just as 
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essential to the retailer as the retailer is to the jobber. 
What would the retailer do if he had to send to the factory 
for every article he purchased? It would cost him much 
more in the end than by getting his goods through the job- 
ber. Many of the retailers do not seem to appreciate fully 
the situation in this respect. There are many instances 
where delays occur in shipment of merchandise, which are 
delayed on the railroad. Without consulting the jobber, 
he simply writes a letter, “ Cancel my order,” and does not 
even stop to say “please” in many cases. Now the jobber 
sells his merchandise f. 0. b. the cars and his liability 
ceases there. This is a fact which should be impressed upon 
the retailer. Cases of this kind are very numerous and have 
been more so during the past year, during the great strike, 
and many delays have occurred in consequence. Many 
retailers will also write to you and state you have charged 
them too much for certain articles on invoices. You may 
have given them the proper price but the other man has not. 
There may be enough, possibly more articles which are 
lower than those of the other fellow, but he does not say 
anything about that. This is why prices are demoralized. 
We keep meeting the other fellow :who is low until we are 
selling everything on that basis. Now, is there any reason 
why a retailer should not take an invoice and average up the 
prices? Why should the jobber reduce on one thing where 
he is high and not advance on another where he is too low? 
It seems to me this would be a fair proposition. 
A large amount of 
THE COMPETITION COMES FROM THE MANUFACTURER. 

This subject, of course, has been brought up thoroughly by 
the National Association and other associations as well, and 
it is unnecessary to speak of it here. One thing is cer- 
tain, however, that the jobbers by concerted action can ac 
complish much with the manufacturer. 

We should band ourselves together to accomplish the best 
results and lose sight of the fact that we are competitors. 
We are confronted with a situation which, although not new, 
is a serious obstacle to us in the East. Our brother Hard- 
waremen in the far West seem to feel they can secure much 
profitable business in our immediate territory, only for the 
asking. It seems to the writer that it is like trying to make 
water run up hill. They sell to the retailer whom you sell; 
also endeavor to sell the jobber, and in many cases the con- 
sumer. I regret to say that some of our jobber friends are 
in the habit of assisting these same competitors by giving 
them an order occasionally, for some product which they 
control, thereby helping them out on their expense account. 
I do not claim that we own any territory or trade. Both are 
open to the world. We do not want the earth, but modestly 
ask for a very small portion. We will be magnanimous and 
divide with the retailer, who is our friend, but please, Mr. 
Retailer, don’t bear down quite so hard at times. “Live 
and let live.’ Why not? Oil the wheels, and the machine 
will carry you over the rocky road of life, and when your time 
comes, you will admit that the “other fellow” isn’t so bad 
after all. 

This paper contains nothing new to you who are present 
here to-day. Possibly, however, there are some little sug- 
gestions which may cause you to reflect, that we are follow- 
ing the same path and we must turn aside a little for each 
other on the way. Let “give and take” be our motto, and all 
remember it doesn’t cost anything to say, “By your leave,” 
or “If you please.” 

In conclusion, we have many things to be thankful for. 
Our wares are made of iron, and iron is king. Our great 
and glorious country is teeming with this natural product, 
and all we have to do to avail ourselves of its advantages 
is to dig it from Mother Earth and mould it at our will. 
We can and will supply the world, not only with iron but 
many other commodities. The broad-minded policy we have 
pursued in our foreign relations, our treatment of the Phil- 
ippine, Cuban and Chinese questions has made us the great- 
est nation on earth. It is in the love of our country and 
our flag we are as a unit. We drink your health to-day. 
To-morrow? Well, if we can’t get the business any other 
way, I presume we'll have to cut the price. 


After the submission of these papers, which were received 
with every demonstration of approval, Chairman Kemmerer 
announced that the meeting was open for general discus- 
sion, which was at once entered into, considerable interest 
being evinced by the members of both associations. 

The New York State Association being one of the oldest 
trade organizations of this kind, was able to advance to the 
members of the younger Pennsylvania Association the re- 
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sults of their experiences, which it was hoped might prove 
profitable to the Pennsylvania organization. The results of 
this discussion seemed to develop the idea of the genera] 
approval or organization work, and methods and plans in the 
interest of trade generally, both wholesale and retail, were 
interestingly discussed by all the members present.

Mr. Fernley having had opportunities of an experience 
so extended along the lines of association work, was able to 
give the gentlemen present considerable valuable informa- 
tion, which, without doubt, culminated in beneficial results 
to the members of these two organizations, who were so con- 
genially brought together by the Wilkes-Barre gentlemen. 

After adjournment of the business meeting, the members 
of both organizations were elaborately entertained at a ban- 
quet served by the local members of the Westmoreland Club.

ILLINOIS RETAIL HDWE. DEALERS’ ASSN. 
























The Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association held 
their fourth annual meeting in the Elk’s Hall, Decatur, on 
Wednesday and Thursday, Feb. 12 and 13, and was considered 
by the delegates present to be the largest ever held by the 
Association in the history of the organization, over 200 deal- 
ers being present. The meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent H. G. Cormick, of Centralia, at 11 o’clock, and intro- 
duced Michael Fahey, who represented the Hardware dealers 
of Decatur. Mr. Fahey said upon being introduced: 

“Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the convention: Not 
having the privilege of meeting with you last year and meet- 
ing with you this year, as a member of your convention, 
upon behalf of the Decatur dealers we bid you welcome to 
our city. On behalf of the different clubs of the city of De- 
catur we extend to you their use during your stay in Decatur. 
I now take pleasure in introducing to you the Mayor of the 
city of Decatur, Charles F. Shilling.” 

Mayor Shilling then addressed the convention as follows: 
“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association: As a representative of the city of Decatur 
I extend to you a most cordial welcome and invitation to 
accept the hospitalities of our city, where you are to hold 
your fourth annual convention. In anticipation of your 
coming I have had all the gates opened; all of the doors un- 
locked, and invite you to join with us in making this your 
home and having a good time. Enjoy yourselves so that 
when the time comes for you to leave for your homes there 
will not be one among you who will not be glad he came, and 
all can leave for their homes with a good word for the city of 
Decatur and say that her people are all right. I thank you.” 


a. was responded to by D. McLaughlin, of Chicago, whe 
said: 

“Mr. Chairman and your Honor: On behalf of the Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association of Illinois, I sincerely thank 
your Honor, and also the clubs which have extended us their 
courtesies; and we assure you, Mr. Mayor, and also the rep- 
resentatives of the clubs, that there is nothing that the Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association will appreciate as much as the 
kindness and respect of the people of Decatur. Again I 
thank you.”

The convention then took a recess until 1.30 p. m. 
WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon ealling the convention to order Wednesday after- 
noon at 2 p. m., President Cormick then delivered his an- 
nual address as follows: 

PRESIDENTS ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

In presenting my annual address to this, our fourth con- 
vention, let me congratulate you upon your apparent good 
health, and the prosperity of your business. While in the 
year past some sections of our State were visited by a drought 
that materially injured business locally, I think, taken as a 
whole, the State has experienced a good business year, and 
prices have been well maintained. 






























































Our State Association began comparatively a short time 
ago, and where the aims and objects have been fully set forth, 
and a personal canvass been made, the trade has awakened to 
a lively interest, and an increase of membership resulted. In 
my own trips in the southern part of the State, with few ex- 
ceptions, I found the dealers realized the necessity of a con- 
certed action towards an effort to relieve the business of many 
evils that have been the growth of years; and I am of the 
opinion that if this missionary work can be kept up, by the 
time our convention meets in 1903 we shall have the most of 
the dealers in the State that are worth having as members. 
In view of the prosperity we are now enjoying, it is a ques- 
tion whether we can fully realize the necessity of an associa- 
tion, but when the reaction comes, as it is sure to, when the 
manufacturer and jobber begin to reach out for the trade that 
properly should be the retailers, all can readily see what our 
organization can do to check this illegitimate competition. 
However, to the member who is a close student of events, it is 
apparent that with the membership and resources at our 
command the results have been worthy of our efforts. 

When was there a time when the members of this associa- 
tion were shown the respect and consideration by the people 
ot whom they buy goods that they are at present? Can any 
one remember a time when any manufacturer was as anxious 
to cause the retailer to believe that he did not cater to the 
catalogue house and department store trade as now? While 
these results have more than compensated the membership for 
the time and money expended in association work, yet we 
must not lose sight of the social pleasures and broadening in- 
fluence of our annual meeting. Were there no other objects 
to be gained, these alone would, in my opinion, pay the in- 
telligent dealer many times for his expenditure. If this work 
continues along the lines that are dictated by experience, 
with the cooperation of the National Association, it will not 
be long before the staple brands of goods will be found only 
in the hands of the retailer. 

* * * ¥* * * * 


While we still have the catalogue house and the depart- 
ment store competition, yet much relief is in sight, in the fact 
that makers of some of the standard lines have assured our 
officers that this class of dealers will not sell their lines in the 
future; while others who are not willing to go so far, have 
assured us that if they sell these people, they will bind them 
by contracts not to sell the goods below certain prices. In 
striving to alter conditions that now make this class of estab- 
lishments popular, would it not be well to, in some way, 
stimulate the efforts of the noble societies that are in many 
cities endeavoring to punish the violation of the child labor 
law, the iniquities of the sweat-shops, and to ameliorate the 
condition of those who labor for insufficient salaries, that 
high salaries may be given to managers and low prices given 
to the public? 

* ¥* * * * * * 

During the year the work of the secretary’s office has been 
done with an unusual efficiency, energy and enthusiasm. At 
all times Secretary Lott promptly responded to calls upon his 
time and finances to forward the interests of this association 
and deserves the thanks and kindly consideration of every 
member. On occasions he has visited other cities to talk and 
work for our increase, and in such instances with marked suc- 
cess, as his report will show. Your executive committee has 
had but one meeting during the year, December 11, in this 
city, but through the year have been of inestimable value to 
me by their letters on subjects submitted to them for their 
judgment. They have shown patience, forethought and 
ability in the conduct of their duties, and I would bespeak 
for them your kindly consideration. The individual mem- 
bers with whom I have come in contact during the year have 
treated me with such kindness that it is worthy of mention 
here. The brotherly feeling of the membership at this time 
augurs well for our future, and I trust will labor for its 
continuance and extension. 


President Cormick’s address was listened to attentively, 
many points made being received with hearty applause. 

Secretary G. R. Lott then presented his report, which is 
substantially as follows: 
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SECRETARY S REPORT. 

The collection of annual dues was about the first thing 
undertaken and has not been quite completed at the present 
time, although the list of delinquents has dwindled down to 
about fifteen. The amount owing has in every case been 
small, and probably considered of not great importance by 
some of our members, as the process of collecting annual dues 
has been slow and laborious. Three or four statements were 
sent out to those who had not yet paid their dues, and finally 
upon order of your executive committee your secretary made 
sight drafts on members, resulting in nine being honored and 
seven returned, the members refusing to pay the same. 

x * * * * * % 


The entire Hardware trade of the State has been communi- 
cated with by mail from this office several times during the 
year. The members of the association have received a num- 
ber of official communications besides the regular quarterly 
bulletin of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, informing them of what was being done. Early in the 
year a grievance was presented by one of our members in 
Pekin against a certain bicycle manufacturing concern. 
This matter was taken up with the manufacturer and satis- 
factorily adjusted without any difficulty. Later on a griev- 
ance was received from one of our new members of Spring- 
field against a manufacturer of gasoline stoves. Your sec- 
retary was unable to adjust this matter. In fact, it was 
turned over to the grievance committee for consideration and 
adjustment if possible. This committee has not reported to 
the secretary’s office, but I presume it still has the question 
pending. 

The money necessary to successfully finance the associa- 
tion for the ensuing year should receive proper consideratiou 
before we adjourn. It has not been the policy of this asso- 
ciation to accumulate money in the treasury. The officers 
upon whom the management has been shouldered for the past 
year have cheerfully performed their duties regardless of 
what the loss to them amounted before the expiration of their 
terms of office. In all new organizations similar to ours 
such experience must be had, but sooner or later we must 
place the business management of this association on a more 
solid foundation. 

Under present laws we have no good form of procedure in 
suspending members who are in arrears. I would suggest 
that we frame a new article setting forth the manner of sus- 
pension where a person fails to pay his annual dues. As we 
stand at present, we have members who paid their dues when 
they originally signed their applications for membership and 
have not paid one cent into the treasury since. These parties 
are receiving all the benefits of the association just the same 
as though they were fully paid up. The officers have not the 
power to cancel such members. These delinquents may pos- 
sibly have good intentions, and may want to pay their in- 
debtedness at a future time. 

BOOK OF PROCEEDINGS. 

Our executive committee met in December, and consid- 
ered various matters before this association, among which we 
considered a proposition of issuing an illustrated book of the 
proceedings of our annual meeting, embodying in the same 
advertisements of the various Hardware and stove manu- 
facturers and jobbers. Your secretary was instructed to ob- 
tain more information on this subject from those who had 
issued similar books. Some associations have handled the 
entire matter themselves, and found it very laborious work. 
Others have contracted with persons in that line of business, 
and have let the contract to these outside parties, receiving 
a percentage of the net profit as their share.

Treasurer F. F. Porter, of Chicago, then read his report, 
showing the amount on hand February 19, 1901, to be $491. 
During the year receipts had been $854, expenditures $654.35, 
which left a balance on hand of $199.65. 

M. L. Corey, secretary of the National Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, was then introduced by President Cor- 
mick, who referred to him as an able and conscientious 
worker, who represented the dealers individually. Mp. 
Corey then addressed the convention at considerable length 
on the work he had accomplished in building up the retaj] 
associations, and predicted good results from the future work 
of the National Association. 

The secretary read a letter which had been received from 
Robert F. Bell, of the Texas Association, covering several 
points of interest that he deemed it advisable all the asgso- 
ciations should harmoniously entertain and do their best to 
accomplish the work suggested. Some discussion followed 
the reading of the latter, which resulted in it being the 
sense of the convention that more could be accomplished, 
especially upon such matters as referred to Governmental 
measures, like the parcels post bill, which confirmed a portion 
of the suggestions contained in Mr. Bell’s letter, by using 
the proper influence through the members of Congress in the 
several Congressional districts where the dealers resided, 
Mr. Fahey, of Decatur, said: “It is the duty of the Illinois 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association to go on record against 
the parcels post bill, which is an injury to every dealer in 
Illinois. It brings matters to the door of every house, 
Dealers should not support Congressmen who vote in favor 
of this law, and should let them know their opinion of this 
piece of proposed legislation.” 

This seemed to be the sense of the convention after dis- 
cussion. On motion, the letter from Mr. Bell was referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions. 

H. C. Peppler, of Chicago, then read a paper on “Co-opera- 
tive Buying and How it is Working in the Chicago Retail 
Association,” which proved to be a very interesting subject 
for the convention, and was listened to with a great deal of 
pleasure. We make several extracts from this paper: 
CO-OPERATIVE BUYING AND HOW IT IS WORKING IN THE CHICAGO 

RETAIL HARDWARE ASSOCIATION. 

The organization of retailers, and I may state right here 
that the Hardwaremen are in the front ranks in the move- 
ment, into local, State and National associations is a step 
in the evolution of a readjustment of conditions that are 
changing. Concerted action was evidently needed when in- 
dividual efforts had been in vain, and there can be no doubt 
of the fact that the work is slowly bearing fruit. It has 
thrown down the barriers of competitive enmity, and estab- 
lished a fraternal feeling of good fellowship between dealers 
who, in the meetings, really became aware of the fact that the 
outside encroachments they had.to contend with as a body 
amounted more to each one than the competition of his 
neighboring dealer. 

rn * ¥ % * x 
CO-OPERATIVE BUYING. 

It was with perhaps a hazy idea of the importance of the 
work that the Chicago Association first took up the plan of 
buying together. It has, so to speak, developed itself until 
its effects are farther reaching than the casual observer would 
suspect. For instance, a few years ago, when the depart- 
ment stores began to loom up, a towering menace to the 
smaller dealers, and the best of us could hardly take other 
than a pessimistic view of the matter, in the conviction that 
we would all be crowded out, we had no argument to offer. 
People seemed to come and trade with us more as a neighbor- 
ly favor than anything else. If they did not say it in ‘0 
many words one could almost read the thought in their faces, 
that the downtown stores, buying, as they did, in immense 
quantities, could sell cheaper than we, but, as we did pretty 
well for little fellows, they would sacrifice a little for our 
sake. Let them come now, and we can make a convincing 
statement, when we tell them that we belong to an assocla- 
tion of Hardware merchants who buy their goods in a lump, 
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and thus get the best price that the market affords. Before 
they leave us we have started the wheel spinning in our favor. 
Ten chances to one in talking with friends they will hit on 
this very theme during the conversation. 
* % * % “ * 
INCREASES CONFIDENCE IN PRICES. 

Furthermore, co-operative buying gives each individual 
member greater confidence in his prices. He knows that his 
neighbor and his neighbor’s neighbor all pay the same price 
that he does, and that the price must be just about right, be- 
eaguse it was obtained in the open market in fair competition. 
He can, therefore, ask a fair profit and stick to it, without 
the fear that he may have paid more than the market value 
for the article, in case a customer came in quoting some 
eatch ad. price. 

¥% * *~ * ¥ * 

It has taken most earnest and painstaking efforts on the 
part of past workers to bring the system to where it now is, 
in the Chicago Association, and it hardly receives the con- 
eerted support that it should even yet; neither is the whole 
matter handled with the discretion that should be given it 
by the individual members. Manufacturers will always be 
echary about giving out prices and concessions, only to have 
the same made public property of. All merchants should be 
aware of this fact, but it will require a whole lot of coaching 
yet before some of our members learn the value of prudence 
in this respect. 

At the close of the reading of Mr. Peppler’s paper, Mr. 
McLaughlin asked Mr. Porter, the treasurer, whether he was 
able to state the amount of money he had saved during the 
past year by the co-operative buying plan, and the amount 
of goods that had been bought in this way. Mr. Porter said 
that during the past year the association had bought $16,000 
worth of goods which could be definitely traced, and on these 
goods the members of the association had saved from $3,500 
to $3,700. Besides this, $16,000 worth of many goods had 
been delivered directly to dealers by manufacturers and were 
impossible to follow up. 

Z. 1. Miller, of Bloomington, was next called on, and he 
read the following paper on a prophetic subject of which we 
give a part: 

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

At the beginning of the century just closed, when town 
streets were so dimly lighted with common street lamps that 
watchmen had to patrol the streets to insure safety to pedes- 
trians between the lamps, when competent time pieces were 
a searcity and daily forecasts of weather from Government 
signal stations were undreamed of, watchmen cried out the 
hour of the night and the condition of sky and weather. 
In those days early morning papers containing 3 a. m. news 
were not looked for at the front door before breakfast, and 
it was not an uncommon occurrence in the passing of more 
than ordinary events for some one to call from open door or 
window: “Watchman, what of the night ?” 

PROGRESS OF THE CENTURY. 

Since that time we have passed from the sickle to the grain 
cradle, from the grain cradle to reaper, and from reaper to 
binder. From the lumbering stage coach, the emigrant 
wagon and the schooner wagon freight trains to the steam 
railway; from the messenger rider to telegraphy, from slow 
communication to instantaneous telephonic transmission. 

From the country pack peddler to the ecross-road store; 
from the cross-road store to rivalry in business; from friend- 
ly rivalry to ruinous competition and a struggle for suprem- 
acy in trade. 

From the small individual forge to the stock company fur- 
nate and rolling mill; from the single stock company enter- 
prise to competitive evils, and from these evils to a pooling 
of interests, and from a pooling of interests to syndicate 
ownership. 

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

So great was the surprise of every new departure in com- 
merece, and industry, and science, wonderful in their concep- 
tion, radical in the changes they wrought, so rapid their in- 
troduction and so dangerous the economic features associated 
with some of them, that to-day, with every human energy 
aroused to duty, and every ambition stimulated by the ac- 
complishments and experiences of the most progressive age 
in history to continue the march of civilization, we enter 
upon the duties of the new century with more than colonial- 
like interest in “What of the night?” and seek to penetrate 


the darkness for some answer to the thought: 
‘ Y? . 
‘What of the future ?” 
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NEGLIGENCE OF OUR FOREFATHERS. 

The flight of time has brought with it overwhelming evi- 
dence that the evils feared from the mechanical features of 
industrial improvement were totally unfounded. If our 
foretathers had realized the real elements of danger under- 
lying publie franchises and had made as great efforts toward 
incorporating measures preventing the abuse of economic 
equities by the corporate bodies they created as they did to 
prevent the mechanical operation of these enterprises, the 
savings to labor and the Government during the past forty 
years would be almost beyond computation. Many of the 
millions of dollars now concentrated into the hands of the 
few would still be in the pockets of those who produced them, 
and the spectre of their errors would not haunt and distress 
society of to-day. The environments of our forefathers, 
however, put them beyond the pale of serious censure; but 
we, living in an age of universal education, extensive facili- 
ties for research and investigation, enabled to profit by the 
experiences of the past, knowing the force of public senti- 
ment in the shaping of our public policies and the better ad- 
vantage of concentrated effort, are amenable to a stricter 
censure for the perpetuation of false political economies un- 
der which hundreds of millions of dollars are annually arti- 
ficially perverted or forcibly extorted from the producer by 
these legalized corporations. 

THE GREATEST DISTURBING ELEMENTS. 

Industrial corporations, whether under the name of rail- 
road, or trust, or syndicate, are, without question, the greatest 
disturbing element in the economie fabric of to-day. They 
have been denounced by some orators, seemingly, without re- 
eard to circumstances, or condition, or definite delineation of 
injury—the known quantity from which the remedy for the 
evil they work must evolve. 

They have been supported by others with every imaginable 
—and some almost unimaginable—theories of economic evo- 
lution. They have presented them under the guise of every 
fruit deriving from the mechanical operation of industrial 
enterprise, according to their respective purposes, and even 
socialistic leaders point to them as the twentieth century 
“John in the Wilderness,” proclaiming the near approach of 
their dreams—a social millenium. 

% * * * * ¥ * 

Mr. Miller’s address was listened to attentively, and was 
regarded as being of great interest to the members. The 
convention then took a recess until 8 o’clock, when the meet- 








ing was opened to representatives of wholesale houses. 
THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 

The convention was called to order at 10 a. m. by Presi- 
dent Cormick. There were about 150 delegates present, and 
about 25 new members were received. 

L. H. Clark, of Rockford, read an interesting paper on 
“Local Associations, describing in detail the workings of the 
Rockford Association. We make several extracts from this 
address, which was a very practical one, and met the ap- 
proval of the delegates, the opinion generally prevailing that 
local associations for the purpose of controlling credits, ete., 
could be established in all towns and cities to advantage. 
He spoke substantially as follows: 

LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS. 

Our local association has been in existence but two years, 
and yet within this period a decided change has been effected 
in our trade conditions, and this change is due almost en- 
tirely to the efforts of our organization. Primarily the main 
efforts were directed towards an arrangement of reasonable 
prices upon the various staple lines. From that it has grad- 
ually broadened in other directions, and not least to be noted 
of these is the social feature. The friendly attitude of one 
dealer for his fellow tradesman has grown rapidly, and a cu- 
rious fact, but true, nevertheless, is that one feels less keenly 
a sale lost to a competitor, when one is positive that this com- 
petitor is getting a good price for his merchandise. 

The meetings of our organization are held monthly, unless 
especially convened, and at these meetings trade conditions 
are discussed, prices arranged to conform with the markets, 
and methods are adjusted. Following the meeting, a sched- 
ule of prices is prepared by the secretary, and a copy of such 
schedule is mailed to each member, to be posted for reference 
and maintenance. The new prices go into effect twenty-four 
hours after such schedule is adopted. 

We have used our organization, too, as an aid in our buy- 
ing, pooling our orders in certain lines, and thus getting 
quantity rates that the average individual retail dealer would 
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not be entitled to. Early closing hours have been estab- 
lished, and all the legal holidays are carefully observed, and 
our places of business are closed throughout the entire day 
upon such occasions; and at the present time we are working 
towards a credit system, whereby we may protect ourselves 
from the accumulation of bad accounts. 

So satisfactory has our local association been in every re- 
spect, so much has it done for the individual firm, and so har- 
monious a condition has it engendered among the members of 
the trade, that should it become necessary for its maintain- 
ance, there is not one of our members but would gladly pay 
ee times the present yearly dues, rather than see its disso- 
ution. 


D. McLaughlin, of Chicago, was next called on, and he 
read an interesting paper on “Paints” in which he advocated 
the advantages of handling this valuable line in connection 
with a successful Hardware business. 

An interesting paper on “The benefits of Our Associa- 
tion” was next read by W. T. Gormley, the paper being fully 
appreciated and meeting with cordial approval. 

Discussion among the delegates followed, after which ad- 
journment took place until afternoon. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Thursday afternoon session was called to order by 
President Cormick at 2 o’clock, the program being opened 
with an entertaining philosophical paper by Charles H. Wil- 
liams, of Powers & Williams, Streator, on the subject of 
“Mental Equanimity,” from which we make a few brief 
extracts: 


When we consider that the best part of our lives is to be de- 
voted to business, we cannot study too carefully how we may 
make it pleasant as well as profitable. Anyone can attend 
to a customer’s wants when he comes in with a satisfied feel- 
ing, and all is serene, but when he comes with a complaint, 
with his blood riled over some real or fancied grievance, or 
with the determination to secure a settlement unfair to the 
dealer, then it is that there is needed the most cool-headed, 
cool-blooded management. Everybody gets unreasonable 
sometimes, and upon the way he is handled, when in the ver- 
nacular of the day “he had a kick coming,” often hinges all 
future dealings with him. Property and friendship are 
strengthened, and the town filled with living, walking adver- 
tisements improperly, and often lifelong enemies are created. 
Aside from the profitable side of it, the pleasure of doing 
business can be greatly augmented by cultivating mental 
serenity and avoiding mental strain and worry. 

* * * * * * * 


I do not mean to be weak and easily imposed upon. Back 
of all diplomacy and liberal-mindedness of making conces- 
sions and allowances, when all other means fail, have a fixid- 
ity of purpose, without a bit of passion, to fight for your 
rights regardless of cost. Don’t, however, work and walk the 
floor nights—make the other fellow do that. 

Treat each commercial traveler as you would want to be 
treated if you were in his place, and it may cost you some 
evenings of hard work that otherwise might have been fin- 
ished in the afternoon—but the fact of knowing that you 
have been a gentleman to each one soliciting your patronage 
strengthens one in his dealings with his own customers. 

* * * * * * * 


I doubt if in any other kind of retailing there is such a 
mass of detail, both in buying and selling, as in Hardware 
business. It all tends to bring on nervousness and the at- 
tendant disease, crankiness, the most expensive disease a 
business man can acquire. The means of avoiding these con- 
ditions lie within the individual. He should cultivate the 
society of the successful and the optimistic, and avoid the 
pessimistic. He should read the writings of cheerful philo- 
sophers; realize that the mind must have rest; that while 
American push is a good thing, thousands on the dead run 
are wasting the opportunities around them through not stop- 
ping to think; that worry weakens and that tension is 
energy going to waste; that a certain amount of mental re- 
laxation and reverie is the best stimulant for the emergency 
to follow. 

It is often asked why a large proportion of highly edu- 
cated men fail in business, while the man of lesser educa- 
tional opportunities succeeds. A plausible explanation is, 
that the one constantly overtaxes his mind, while the other 
has learned to rest his and be ready to grasp the business op- 
portunities as they occur. 
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The committee on resolutions then made a ful] repo 
which concluded with the following among other resolutions: 

fesolved, That it is the sense of this association that much 
good will be accomplished by a joint meeting between a com- 
mittee representing the manufacturers of builders’ Hard- 
ware and the National Retail Dealers’ Association, and we 
therefore earnestly appeal to the National Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association to make the necessary arrangements fop 
such a conference. 

D. McLaughlin, chairman of the committee on nomina- 
tions, made the following report:

Bloomington was selected as the next place of meeting. 

The report of the Finance and Auditing Committee showed 
that they had examined the books of the secretary and treas- 
urer and found them correct, and continued: 

There are something like 1,500 Hardware firms in the State 
of Illinois who are as yet not enrolled as members in our as- 
sociation, and for the purpose of securing as many additional 
members, this committee suggests that the chair be instructed 
to apportion the State into eight districts, more or less, as he 
deems advisable, and to appoint a solicitor or captain of each 
district to solicit eligible members to the State association, 
and for compensation to receive the amount of the fees of 
each subscriber enrolled. 

We also recommend that the official manual of the Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, together with 
all advertisements which will be contained in a similar edi- 
tion, be printed under the direct supervision of the national 
officers. 

QUESTION BOX. 

At the conclusion of some miscellaneous business, the 
Question Box was taken up. Among the questions pro- 
posed by the delegates were the following: 

1. Should a retail merchant solicit trade in other towns 
than his own ? 

9. Is glass a legitimate addition to a retail Hardware 
store, and what per cent of the trade handles it? 

38. Should we not make an especial effort to induce job- 
bers to refrain from selling catalogue houses and department 


stores ? 

4. On the amount of yearly purchase, what percentage 
does it cost you to do business ? 

5. Do we favor the complicated manner of stove manu- 
facturers in numbering and naming the stoves, to the detri- 
ment of our business in gaining correct name and number for 
our customers in getting correct repairs ? 

6. Has anything been done in the way of inducing stove 
manufacturers to confine themselves to six and seven-inch 
collars ? 

7%. Should dealers handle goods manufactured under spe 
cial jobbers’ brands in place of manufacturers’ brands? 

8. Is it right for outside dealers to give an agent orders 
for stoves or any other articles to his home town for him- 
self or friends? 

All of these questions were discussed by the delegates 
both pro and con. Among those who spoke on the subject 
were F. F. Porter, of Chicago; Martin Engelhardt, of Chr 
cago, and H. G. Cormick, of Centralia. 

The convention adjourned at 4:25 p. m. to meet at Bloom- 
ington on the call of the executive commitee. 
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The fourth annual meeting of the Missouri Retail Stove 
and Hardware Dealers’ Association convened for a two days’ 
session in St. Louis at the rooms of the Mercantile Club, on 
Tuesday morning, the 18th inst. Over sixty members were 


present. 
TUESDAY MORNING SESSION. 


President B. F. Naylor called the meeting to order at 10 
oclock, and after extending a welcome to the delegates, pro- 
ceeded to read his annual address. 

Secretary F. M. Neudorff, of St. Joseph, presented his an- 
nual report, in which he gave in detail the business attended 
to during the period that had elapsed since the last meeting. 

An address was then delivered by Taylor Frier, of Louis- 
jana, on “Association Loyalty,” which proved to be an 
exceedingly interesting subject, and was listened to with com- 
mendable interest. We make a few extracts from the same, 


regretting our inability to make use of the entire address. 
* * * * % * * 


There is an old saying that “In Union there is strength,” 
but if this be true, there must be a proportionate degree of 
strength in the unit, and no organization can be effective 
or accomplish its aim that does not possess in its units or 
individuals the quality or characteristic that produces the 
desired effect. 

If there is any one charactertistic that we Americans, 2s 
a nation, take pride in, it is our loyalty—loyalty to country, 
to flag and the principles it stands for; and there is no 
accusation that so hurts a true man as to be accused of dis- 
lcyalty, or of being false and unfaithful. But is it not 
true that sometimes, because of indifference or ignorance 
of existing conditions, or even because of our possible 
inherent selfishness, we appear to lack in our commercial 
life that element that is so vitally necessary, and that we so 
admire in other avenues of life—namely, loyalty ? 

This association stands for certain principles, and we 
retailers, who constitute its membership, cannot afford, from 
any cause, to be disloyal or untrue to those principles and its 
interests. 

LOYALTY MEANS PERSONAL SACRIFICE. 


Loyalty, like any other valuable commodity, usually costs 
something, and association loyalty may mean personal sac- 
rifice of means and ease and time; but are we going to betray 
the trust placed upon us and be found wanting because we 
are afraid of that test of a good soldier or trade-mark of a 
faithful follower, endurance of hardship, or sacrifice ? 

* * * % * * % 


ASSOCIATION DEMANDS HEARTY CO-OPERATION. 


But even though association loyalty may demand sacrifice, 
and does demand hearty co-operation and manly service, by 
upholding the constitution, which declared that “the manu- 
facturers and jobbers who sell direct to the customer shail 
not enjoy the patronage of the retailers,” does it not also 
promise abundant reward in the consciousness of duty well 
done ; in the satisfaction that comes to every faithful, loyal 
spirit who gives his influence and service for the advance- 
ment and strengthening of any good cause? And further 
than this, while we cannot expect to revolutionize business 
methods in a day, we are certainly, though slowly, gaining 
ground and are constantly being benefited through association 
channels; and as we all together stand for right and justice 
and the establishment of a legitimate dealing in the dis- 
tribution of Stoves, Hardware, etc., we are bound to accom- 
lish that which we could never have done individually, and 
which will be of great material benefit to each dealer; and, 
standing shoulder to shoulder, fighting a common enemy, we 
will unconsciously, but surely, be brought closer together, 
and thus, becoming more helpful to one another, we will take 
our place in the great brotherhood of man. And who can 
measure the power of the retailer, thus amalgamated for 
protection and action ? 


A call was made for the paper of August Steinmeier, of 
St. Louis, on “Is Co-operation Buying Practical?’ which 


was on the program for early delivery, but after considera- 
tion it was decided to permit this to be presented at a later 
session. 

An extract from the president’s report of the National 
Hardware Association was requested by a vote of the mem- 
bers to be read. 

The chair then referred to the subject of the banquet, 
which was planned in honor of the visitors, and in a brief 
speech thanked the Association for the honor, expressing 
the regret, however, that it had been planned, as he felt 
the visiting delegates were not brought together for enter- 
tainment and pleasure, but for hard work, and he was very 
much afraid that their minds might become distracted from 
the real object of the convention by an excess of hospitality. 
He was followed by J. W. Poland, of Carrollton, who also 
spoke to similar effect. A. F. Geschwinder and F. A. Kan- 
steiner replied to the remarks of the two gentlemen who 
had just been heard, in a happy and pleasant manner, saying 
that the plans having been carefully arranged for this event, 
the local association could not possibly consider the conven- 
tion complete in all its details without this banquet taking 
place, as they felt it served to make friendship more lasting 
and stronger to meet as they would about the festive board. 

Taylor Frier proposed that a special invitation be extended 
for new members. He was followed by J. W. Poland, who 
also advocated promptness and strict attendance to the 
sessions during the convention, urging upon the members 
present not to fail to take an active interest in the general 
proceedings. The chair fully indorsed these remarks, and 
hoped that the best results would follow. 

Mr. Best, of Palmyra, made a motion that a committee to 


amend the by-laws be appointed, which motion was carried. 


The chair named as the committee Messrs. Best, Poland and 
Kansteiner. Mr. Best then spoke of previous methods of 
work, and urged that in the future more unity of purpose 


be contemplated, together with a higher plane of action. 


After a few more remarks by the president and the various 


committees on their work, adjournment was taken until 2 
p. m. 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The convention was called to order at 2.30. An informai 
discussion followed, in which Frank Mayer, of Macon, and 
O. W. Johnson, of Marshall, participated. A paper on “The 
Evolution of the Hardware Business,” which proved to be 
an exceedingly interesting reminiscent review of the evolu- 
tion of the Hardware business from 1850 to 1901, written 
by William Kansteiner, of Hannibal, was read by F. A. 
Kansteiner, of St. Louis. Not desiring to give this interest- 
ing address in extracts, we reserve it for publication in full 
in a future issue of Hardware. 

The next order of business was the Question Box, which a 
number of delegates assisted in making of an interesting 
character. A number of the members present were called 
upon by the chair for remarks, but from lack of preparation 
the invitation was in most instances declined. 

P. E. Harney, ex-president of the Association, being 
present, was called upon, and gave a very interesting talk on 
the manifold benefits to be derived from proper organization. 
He spoke of the general character and class of buyers that all 
Hardwaremen have to deal with, and called attention to the 
disastrous results which spring from the cutting of prices, 
and how they could be prevented, if only systematic co-opera- 
tion could be brought about by a more general interest and a 
more general membership in the present organization. 








Chairman Best, of the committee on the revision of the 
by-laws, was asked for a report, but requested that it be 
deferred until Wednesday. 

The subject of co-operative insurance being brought before 
the convention, J. M. Kenyon, of Maitland, was introduced, 
and in a brief address gave considerable information in con- 
nection with the Western Retail Implement and Vehicle 
Dealers Underwriters’ Association, of which he was a mem- 
ber, stating that this organization was in a most satisfactory 
working condition, and he personally gave his endorsement 
to the fact that a great saving in the matter of his insurance 
account had resulted. F. A. Kansteiner proposed that the 
secretary be instructed to send notices to different members 
asking them if they would be in favor of organizing a 
Missouri Association for the purposes of co-operative insur- 
ance. Considerable doubt was expressed by one or more of 
the members whether a company could be formed successfully 
unless it had a backing of at least 200 merchants. 

F. B. Haus made a plea for greater vigor in the matter of 
organization. He gave his views having reference to the 
enrollment of dealers throughout the State, and said if they 
will not enroll through the ordinary means of invitation 
by mail, personal solicitation should be employed in order to 
get them into line. In this manner the advantages and 
benefits that would come directly to them from membership 
in the Association could be more consistently pointed out, 
and made effective. 

A brief address was made by R. W. Shapleigh, of the 
Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Co., of St. Louis, and ex- 
president of the National Hardware Association. While he 
mentioned that he had no regular paper prepared, he said 
he was well pleased to find so many representatives of the 
retail dealers of Missouri present, and made a brief address 
in favor of bringing together all the dealers in the State 
to discuss methods beneficial to all concerned. He expressed 
the opinion of the jobbing fraternity that great friendship 
was invariably felt by wholesalers for organization of this 
kind, as it enabled the dealers to form a closer and greater 
friendship for a much higher state of business morality, 
which results in much more favorable profits, less cutting 
of prices, and too many advantages in many other ways to 
be neglected. He extended a hearty welcome to those present, 
and stated it was their desire to have their stay as pleasant 
as possible, and their visit to St. Louis on this oceasion a 
profitable one. 

Discussion followed as to the best methods of reaching the 
dealers of the State in order to have them join the Associa- 
tion, and on that particular subject several of the leading 
delegates participated. J. F. Bannon, of St. Louis, in a brief 
speech urged that more interest be manifested in the work, 
and that the necessity for co-operation should be urged upon 
the members, believing that if the members came together 
for specified work success would undoubtedly follow. He 
argued that the Missouri Association started under the most 
auspicious circumstances, and that it was bound to increase 
in numbers and be successful in its efforts. 

‘Mr. Barclay, of the St. Louis Credit Men’s Association, 
then read an important paper, which we regret our inability 
to give in this issue. 

The convention then adjourned to meet later in executive 
session, the evening being devoted to the banquet to which 
reference was made in the early part of the convention.

In 
consequence of this state of affairs, the convention of the 
Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, which was 10 
have taken place at the Kirkwood Hotel on February 18, 19 
and 20, has been postponed. 
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The sixth annual convention of the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Association, held at the Republican House, Mil- 
waukee, on the 5th and 6th inst., was the largest and most 
important convention in its history, there being upwards of 
170 dealers present. 

OPENING SESSION. 

The opening session of the convention was held on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, over 100 members responding to the roll 
call. The minutes of the last annual meeting were read, 
which was followed by the president, John Hessel, of Antigo, 
delivering his annual address, which we published almost 
complete in our last issue. Committees were appointed on 
Transportation, Grievances, Reception, Legislation, Audit- 
ing, Question Box and Press. 

Secretary C. A. Peck, of Berlin, then delivered his report, 
which we printed in full in our previous issue. Treasurer 
George Leverenz, of New Holstein, read his report, which 
showed a balance on hand of $1,078.15. The reports of the 
secretary and treasurer were referred to the Auditing Com- 
mittee. 

In accordance with the printed program, Fred Kusel, of 
Watertown, was to have delivered a paper on “How to Build 
Up a Good Retail Business,” but he was reported ill and un- 
able to be present. 

The report of the committee on the revision of the consti- 
tution and by-laws being called for, ‘Vice-president O. P. 
Schlafer, of Appleton, read the report of his committee, fol- 
lowed by the reading of the revised constitution, which was 
adopted section by section, one of the important changes be- 
ing the consolidation of the offices of secretary and treas- 
urer. An additional change, favorably commented upon by 
the delegates, was that which permanently provided for the 
holding of the annual meetings at Milwaukee. 

The election of officers should have followed, being on the 
program for Wednesday afternoon, but on motion it was 
postponed until Thursday morning. The Question Box be- 
ing announced as ready for questions from the delegates pres- 
ent, the following interesting questions were furnished by 
those present: 

When will traveling men cease to spread their samples on 
top of a nice japanned reservoir ? 

Is it advisable in towns of less than 1,000 population to 
push the sale of hot air furnaces instead of heating stoves ? 

How can we best get our sons interested in the Hardware 
business with us? 

Is there any reason why we should not form an insurance 
association in Wisconsin ? 

What size of squaring machine is best to buy for a coun- 
try shop? 

What is a good pointer for a remittance blank ? 

Why are the retailers obliged to carry freight on stoves 
until the invoices are paid ? 

How many have seen a window glass list from manufac- 
turers to jobbers ? 

How can you tell how much you make each day as a mer- 
chant ? 

Mr. Peck explained his method. He keeps a cash book 
and puts down every sale, at the same time putting down the 
cost in another column. At night the difference between the 
two columns shows the profit. This is open to the criticism 
that clerks, of course, must know what the goods cost. 


THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 
Immediately upon convening the election of officers was 





taken up. As no Committee on Nominations had been ap- 
pointed, it was decided advisable to make nominations from 
the floor. There was practically no contest for any of the 
othcers, so a single ballot served to record the will of the con- 
vention, which resulted as follows: 

PRESIDENT, O. P. Schlafer, Appleton. 

VicE-PRESIDENT, Leonard Findeisen, Green Bay. 

SECRETARY- TREASURER, C. A. Peck, Berlin. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE: J. Kornely, Milwaukee, and E. H. 
Ramm, New London, each for two years; Andrew Noll, Chil- 
ton, and H. L. McNamara, Janesville, each for one year. 

The Question Box discussion was again taken up, and the 
following questions were added: 

Ilow can we protect our interests against employes not 
true to our interests ? 

Do you pay for goods that come damaged and you do not 
accept ¢ 

What is the best way to mark the cost of goods? Do you 
add selling expense, and if so, what percentage of cost? 

Ought the retailers buy goods of the jobber or manufac- 
turer who also drums the local retail trade? 

All of these questions when presented resulted in more or 
less discussion by the members present, varied in character, 
and from which considerable information was gained. The 
question of “Ought the retailer buy goods of the jobber or 
manufacturer who also drums the local retail trade?” brought 
out for reply an extremely unanimous “no.” 

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 

E. P. Bacon, former president of the Milwaukee Chamber 
of Commerce, addressed the convention, urging action to be 
taken in support of national legislation which should confer 
on the Interstate Commerce Commission such authority as 
would enable it to carry the purpose of the act creating it. 
Mr. Bacon was given a vote of thanks at the conclusion of 
his address. 

NATIONAL RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS ASSOCIATION. 

A verbal report was then made by President Schlafer hav- 
ing reference to the meeting of the National Association in 
Chicago last March, which he attended as delegate, and con- 
siderable interesting information was communicated to the 
convention relative to the practical work being done, and the 
desirable results accomplished by the National body. M. L. 
Corey, of Argos, Ind., secretary of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association, being present, was introduced, and 
he took the opportunity of making an extremely interesting 
address on the subject of the work of his association, sub- 
mitting what were considered strong arguments in favor of 
the Wisconsin Association taking an active part in the af- 
fairs of the National body. The address by Mr. Corey re- 
sulted in a number of members speaking in favor of the work 
of the National Association, and on motion, a standing vote 
was taken on the question of joining, the convention voting 
unanimously in favor of such action. 


PRESIDENT SCHLAFER RETURNS THANKS. 

President Schlafer not having had, as he claimed, oppor- 
tunity previously to thank the association for the honor con- 
ferred upon him in electing him president, addressed the con- 
vention, and made a very enjoyable speech, in which he 
showed not only his appreciation of the honor, but also his 
appreciation of the fact that a deep responsibility apper- 
tained to the position, and he earnestly urged all the mem- 
bers present to assist him in advancing the honorable objects 
for which they are united. 
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Mr. Tietjen made a brief speech in favor of the employ- 
ment of an organizer to be specially engaged in organizing 
local associations. He stated as his opinion there were some 
towns where the local merchants not being on good terms 
with one another, it was difficult to bring about the co-opera- 
tion of the dealers in a matter so essential to their future 
prosperity. He thought a disinterested person could more 
readily harmonize their views and succeed in adding them to 
the members of the association. The matter of appointing 
an organizer was, however, left over for the present. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The secretary read a communication dated January 31, 
received from Robert F. Bell, Weatherford, Texas, the secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Texas Hardware Jobbers’ Association, 
in which he called attention to a number of questions that 
were being agitated by the retailers and wholesalers, which he 
hoped the present convention would take into consideration, 
the settling of which Secretary Corey, of the National Asso- 
ciation, affirmed could be more easily accomplished by bring- 
ing personal influence to bear upon the Congressmen from 
each man’s own Congressional district. 

H. L. McNamara then read an interesting paper on “The 
Relations of Traveling Men to Retailers,” from which we 
make the following extracts: 

THE TRAVELING SALESMAN IN RELATION TO THE RETAILER. 

The traveling salesman stands in several relations to the 
retailer, and not the least important of these would seem to 
be his friendship for him in giving him every point of ad- 
vantage. Asa rule there is a motive behind this too obvious 
to need mention. He is working for his own good while do- 
ing good to others, and certainly this is in accordance with 
good Christian doctrine. The house that employs the sales- 
man doesn’t think much of this doctrine, however. The 
house is apt to consider the doctrine quite unchristian, and 
sometimes harbors and even gives expression to rather un- 
Christian thoughts. 

Aside from all pleasantries, however, the traveling sales- 
man has one distinctive function to perform in his vocation, 
and this function is pre-eminently of an educational char- 
acter. The traveling agent is an educator, and his most 
important and efficient work must lie in that direction. 

To assume that the sales agent is sent out merely to be on 
hand when the retailer happens to be out of something would 
make of him just an errand boy, and to go a step further and 
say that he is sent out to keep competitors from monkeying 
with customers would still hardly justify the expense. To be 
sure, the expense is eventually borne by the retailer, and he 
in turn gets it out of the consumer. JBut the point is, 
couldn’t the retailer send in his orders to the house, or any 
house, by mail, if it were simply a matter of ordering what 
he is out of, and save time and expense? Certainly he could. 
The agent then would have no particular office to perform. 

The fact is, however, that the agent’s business is not 
merely that of collector of orders for goods that the retailer 
is out of or that he needs for a season’s supply. Left to him- 
self, neither the retailer nor the consumer would ever change 
styles or enlarge the variety of purchases. 

* * * * * * * 

At the conclusion of the address, which was listened to 
with considerable interest, the secretary-treasurer was au- 
thorized on motion to pay the dues to the National Associa- 
tion out of the general fund. 

Secretary Corey, of the National Association, stated that 
over a thousand letters had been written by the National As- 
sociation on the subject of manufacturers and jobbers list- 
ing their goods to catalogue houses at prices which the retail- 
ers could meet. He deemed it to be impossible to prevent 
sales by manufacturers to catalogue houses, but that it was; 
perfectly proper to ask that they place a restriction on the 
prices at which the goods are to be sold. This is a lawful 
transaction, and when a manufacturer makes a sale with 
such a stipulation it binds the party who buys from him not 
to sell under the stipulated price. The National Associa- 
tion is working with the Jobbers’ Association to secure its 
co-operation with the retailers. The jobbers recognize the 
fact that all sales made by catalogue houses are an injury 
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to them, because the goods thus sold pass through neither 
the jobbers’ nor the retailers’ hands. 

A general discussion then followed as to the manner ip 
which the competition of catalogue houses could be met. [+ 
was generally agreed that if it was possible to see a consumer 
who was considering the purchase of goods from a catalogue 
house, it would be an easy matter to convince him that he 
could purchase the same class of goods from the local dealer 
at the same, and possibly a lower price, taking into consid- 
eration the freight and express charges. The only trouble 
is to know when parties are considering such purchases. 

Secretary Peck then read a paper prepared by H. ©C. 
Scofield, of Sturgeon Bay, who was unable to be present. 
The paper was on the subject of “Care, Management and 
Display of Retail Hardware,” and proved to be one of great 
interest to all the delegates present, it being a subject that no 
doubt had interested them individually on many occasions. 

Mr. Scofield and Mr. McNamara were given a vote of 
thanks for their papers read before the convention, and the 
usual vote of thanks was also given to the retiring officers, 

The president and secretary were elected delegates to attend 
the meeting of the National Association in Chicago on 
March 12. ; 

Vice-President Findeisen then took the chair, as President 
Schlafer was obliged to retire to attend another engagement; 
the reports of committees were called for and the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions was adopted without dissent. 
The Auditing Committee reported that the books of the 
officers had been examined and found corre¢t. The conven- 
tion then adjourned sine die. 

The attendance of the members displayed a greater amount 
of interest than any previous convention of the Association, 
as they were all apparently prepared to enter fully into the 
spirit of the occasion, and make full use of their oppor- 
tunities. It was greatly to the advantage of the convention 
that they were able to have with them 'M. L. Corey, of Argos, 
Ind., because Mr. Corey is so full of the subject of the im- 
portance of the State Associations belonging to the National 
body, that he has no hesitation in making a forcible and 
influential address on an occasion like this having that object 


in view. Every effort was made to interest the delegates, 
invitations of all kinds being extended to them, which were 
cheerfully availed of, many jobbers and manufacturers con- 
tributing to this positive evidence of their belief in the 
advantages of conventions of this character. Many souvenirs 
were distributed by representatives of the manufacturers who 
were present, and the dealers found that preparations had 
been made in a number of instances for exhibits of the prod- 
ucts of a number of manufacturing concerns, and by whole- 
sale houses having representatives present, which made 
things pleasant for those in search of information regarding 
the goods displayed.

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THE NATURAL CHANNEL. 

We hold in our National Hardware Association that the 
natural channel through which commerce in the Hardware 
line should pass is from the manufacturer to the jobber, 
and from the jobber to the retailer and from the retailer to 
the consumer; and that whenever any counter current crosses 
this legitimate one trouble ensues. We do not hesitate to 
state that we believe the jobber is in a much better position 
to serve the retailer than any manufacturer. We further 
state (and are in a position to prove) that the distribution 
of goods through the jobber is by far the most economical 
method. Indeed, I think you gentlemen will admit that it 
would hardly be possible to conduct a retail Hardware bus1- 
ness to-day but for the fact that within a short distance, not 
over a few hours’ time at the most, there is a central depot of 
supply upon which you can eall for the wants of your cus- 
tomers on very short notice. 
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I would further call your attention to the fact that before 
the organization of the first retail Hardware dealers’ asso- 
ciation, the National Hardware Association of the United 
States was doing its utmost to prevent the inroads which 
were being made upon the retail Hardware business, by what 
we consider illegitimate competition, and while we have to 
a large extent been successful, yet, notwithstanding our 
efforts, these “quacks” in commerce have continued to grow, 
and the members of this association, as well as the members 
of the one I represent, have been the sufferers. 

UP TO THE MANUFACTURER. 

The remedy lies with the manufacturer. As long as he 
will recognize these people as entitled to consideration, they 
will continue to thrive. The jobber is compelled to carry 
such goods as his customers demand. However, when the 
manufacturer learns that he is losing caste with the twenty 
odd thousand retailers of the country, because he is selling 
100 or 150 department stores and catalogue houses, he will 
be very apt to chance his tactics. 


POWER OF RETAIL ASSOCIATION. 

The power which you gentlemen possess is a great one. 
This organization and similar ones can be worth hundreds, 
and perhaps thousands, of dollars per annum to each indi- 
vidual member. 

We are very much pleased to note the enthusiasm which 
seems to be attending all the meetings of retail associations 
during the past year. You have enjoyed individually a good 
share of prosperity, and there is every indication that this 
pleasing era will be lengthened. Eight months ago it was 
thought that possibly a much lower range of prices would 
prevail with the beginning of the year 1902. Such, however, 
is not the case. Leading manufacturers of many lines of 
goods are declining orders, and this in itself would indicate 
that your business will be good during this year. You 
deserve to prosper.

SECRETARY S REPORT. 
THE RETAILER'S TRUE FRIEND. 

With few exceptions manufacturers and jobbers assure 
you to-day they want only the business of the retail Hard- 
ware dealers. Some write asking if we object to their sell- 
ing certain parties or such and such a line of goods. Others 
who even one year ago were selling a dozen customers, 
handling different lines of goods in a town, have been kept 
so busy apologizing and explaining that they are becoming 
more careful in their dealings. Each claims he is the dealer’s 
true friend and can prove it. Have you noticed it? The 
right spirit prevails. Let us encourage and insist upon it 
being maintained. Just as the evil grew upon us slowly, 
almost unnoticed, so the changes are slowly yet surely de- 
veloping and the pressure is beginning to tell. Our plain 
duty is to be right and fair, and the future will show decided 
improved conditions. 

WORK OF THE SECRETARY. 

The work demanded of your secretary has increased many- 
told. According to your instructions given me at last meet- 
ing, President Lewis’ address was printed and mailed to 500 
dealers, accompanied by a circular letter from the secretary. 
We have mailed over 2,500 letters and bulletins (the latter 
mostly upon request) during the year, and about 1,500 letters, 
programs, ete., to our members. This does not include bul- 
letins or letters sent by the National. 

We tried to secure new members entirely by mail, and 
while it is much less expensive the results are not so great, 
and it is our opinion that a personal visit is the best plan. 

I appreciate to the fullest extent the confidence, friend- 
ship and encouragement you have universally accorded me. 
In conclusion, I want to bring to your notice the active part 
your president has taken in this work. We have been in 
constant communication and never a semblance of discord 
or diverging opinion. His counsel has been wise and freely 
given—never a demand that he has not met nor a task that 
he has evaded. 


And now, brothers, a few words as to our individual duty. 
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If you knew the thief was coming at the midnight hour you 
could prepare to successfully oppose him. If you knew nails 
would advance $20 per ton to-morrow you could place your 
order. The professional deadbeat can go from store to store 
obtaining credit simply because you do not know he has al- 
ready robbed your neighbor. Then one of the absolute 
necessities of successful work is a true knowledge of the sit- 
uation. This must come from you personally. Every mem- 
ber should report occasionally—it may be to send a circular, 
an advertisement, particulars of some swindle or departure. 
The accumulated reports furnish intelligent knowledge for 
successful work. Your secretary is no mind reader, he can- 
not afford the chances of taking a false position; then he 
looks to you and you alone for true, reliable information 
and co-operation and assistance. 


PROUD OF ITS LEADER. 


The Indiana Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association has 
good reason for being proud of its leader. His elevation to 
the presidency of the National Hardware Association is a 
direct compliment to you. When we remember that he has 
not only met these duties so nobly and well, but has also 
found time to woo and win a most lovely wife, I am sure you 
will all join me in a hearty Godspeed and sincere wishes for 
his future welfare and happiness. 


TREASURER S REPORT. 

The treasurer’s report was read, showing a balance in the 
treasury of $255.74, not including the money taken in during 
the sessions of the present meeting. The report of the 
treasurer was referred to the auditing committee. William 
Powell, of Commerce, read a paper on “Illegitimate Compe- 
tition,” which was received with interest by the assembled 
delegates. 

A paper was read on “Window Display and the Art of Sell- 
ing,” by H. W. Beegle, of Rochester, N. Y., who treated the 
subject exhaustively and interested the delegates exceed- 
ingly. 

An address was prepared by J. D. Warren, of Chicago, on 
the subject of 

HARDWARE STORE ARRANGEMENT 
which possessed considerable interest for the members, and 
as he was unable to be present on account of illness, the read- 
ing of it devolved upon the secretary. 

H. P. Townley, of Terre Haute, held the attention of the 
convention during the delivery of an address on “Up-to-Date 
Hardware Advertising,” which we reserve for a special article 
in an early issue of Hardware, it being full of good practical 
common sense, on an important subject. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The session was called to order at 2 p. m. by the president. 
Charles F. Shirley, of Orleans, was then introduced and ad- 
dressed the association on the subject of “Indiscriminate 
Selling.” 

The auditing committee reported they had examined the 
books of the treasurer, and found them correct, which: report 
was adopted. The report of the committee on resolutions 
then followed, which was unanimously adopted. 

On motion, an additional allowance of $50 was made to 
the secretary for his services during the past year. It was 
also adopted that the salary of the secretary for the ensuing 
year be made $300. The nominating committee then reported 
as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Association: 
I will say when I look into the faces of the dealers 
present and witness the enthusiastic interest that you have 
manifested in this meeting, I realize what a work has been 
accomplished; what an endless amount of stoking has been 
done to create the enthusiasm, and when I recognize Mr. 
Corey’s ability as a stoker and a steam raiser and the en- 
thusiasm he has manifested in this work, and when I see the 
dignity that our worthy president exercises in presiding at 
the meetings, and when I see the pleasant countenance ° 
our vice-president always in evidence about here, yonder an 
everywhere, I realize that we have been so fortunate in our 
selection of officers that it will be a creat detriment to this 
association to make a change at this time. (Applause.) 
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Your committee have not only followed the inclinations 
of their own minds and ideas in this matter, but we have 
been careful to consult with many of you as to how you felt 
in the matter and without a dissenting voice the impression 
prevailed that we should continue this board of officers for 
another year. Therefore, in current with this feeling, the 
nominating committee put in nomination our old board of 
officers as follows: 

President, W. P. Lewis, New Albany. 

Vice-President, Jas. L. Hutton, Portland. 

Secretary and Treasurer, M. L. Corey, Argos. 

Members Executive Committee: I. A. Sibley, South Bend;

Mr. Boonshot took the chair and put the motion for the 
adoption and selection of the old officers for the ensuing year, 
and they were unanimously elected. 

The president, in response to his re-election, made a brief 
address in which he said: 


I wish to say that I appreciate exceedingly the honors that 
have been bestowed upon me; but that which I appreciate 
very much more than mere honor is the co-operation which 
the members of the State of Indiana have given to the admin- 
istration.

lhe report of the committee was adopted and a brief dis- 


cussion followed in regard to local eredit associations, and 
shortly after the convention adjourned sine die. 
Solders. 


A proper understanding of the principles which govern the 
composition and the application of solders, says a writer in 
the Ironmonger, would enable users of solder to make 
strong and satisfactory soldered joints where at present their 
work may fail to stand the test of hard wear and strain in 
active use. The process known as soldering is a union of 
two metallie surfaces by the interposition of a third metal 
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or alioy which fuses at a lower temperature than the metals 
joined by it. Soldering may broadly be divided into two 
classes—hard soldering and soft soldering, the former re- 
quiring the application of the blow-pipe in its performance. 
For the latter, the heat transmitted by an ordinary copper 
soldering bolt is sufficient. 

Perhaps the most familiar use of hard solder known in 
the ordinary workship is in the brazing of cycle-frame tubes 
into their sockets. A proper joint of this sort is also as good 
as a weld, over which it has an advantage in that it can be 
effected with steel, which is weldless. It does not pay the or- 
dinary user to make his own brazing-spelter or hard solder. 
The process is a difficult one, requiring the use of crucibles 
in which to fuse the ingredients of the alloy. We therefore 
avoid going into details of the manufacture, but we shall 
indicate the composition of the various solders in common 
use for various metals. For particular work care should be 
taken to have a solder which melts at almost, but just under, 
the heat necessary to fuse the metals being joined. With iron 
and steel this is impossible, as their melting-points are too 
high, but with other materials it is practicable. To make 
first-class work when the metals and the solder have an almost 
equal fusing-temperature requires great care, as there is dan- 
ger of melting the metals and spoiling the work. The advan- 
tage of the fusing points being approximately alike will be 
appreciated when we remember that heat and cold, vibration 
and concussion, tension and compression act upon the metals, 
causing them to expand or contract, and if expansion and con- 
traction of the two be not approximately equal, disunion may 
be caused. Hard solders are alloys of copper. Zine is most 
frequently used, and occasionally tin is employed. The melt- 
ing-point of hard solder rises with the proportion of copper in 
the alloy. Copper alloyed with almost its own weight in silver 
makes a much stronger hard solder than any composition we 
know. Owing to its price, however, its use is restricted except 
for silver articles. For German silver an alloy of copper, zine 
and nickel, in proportion of 47, 42, and 11 per cent. in the or- 
der named, is in common use. For copper work 53 per cent. 
of copper and 47 per cent. of zine gives good work. For or- 
dinary brass the same may be used, or a similar alloy with a 
greater percentage of copper—up to 60 per cent. The small 
proportion of tin occasionally added seldom exceeds 2 per 
eent. In hard soldering the solder is bought in a granular 
state, and, as stated above, a forced gas jet, in the form of a 
blow-pipe, is used to fuse it. Blow-pipe flames with petro- 
leum instead of gas as fuel should be avoided if gas can be 
had. There are several appliances in the market for brazing 
by petroleum. As a rule, they are not satisfactory in prac- 
tice. Soft solders are used for tinplates, lead, zine, and for 
brass and copper work in which wearing qualities are not es- 
sential—as, for instance, in the attachment of ornaments 
to gasfittings. Ordinary soft solder is a mixture of tin and 
lead, and by increasing the proportion of tin up to about 70 
per cent. the fusing point is lowered. The melting point of 
tin is 440 degrees Fahr., and of lead 620 degrees Fahr., yet 
an alloy consisting of two parts of tin and one of lead fuses 
at 338 degrees Fahr. As a general rule, the greater the num- 
ber of metals in an alloy the lower is the melting-point. This 
condition makes it possible to alloy metals to suit any par- 
ticular class of work. Bismuth is used for solders to fuse at 
low temperatures. For ordinary tinplates equal parts of lead 
and tin are usually alloyed into a solder. The value of the 
solder and the quality rise as the proportion of tin is in- 
creased, but 60 per cent. need not be exceeded, though for com- 
mon jewelry and brass 70 per cent. of tin may be recom- 
mended. Pewterers use an extremely fusible solder made of 
50 per cent. bismuth, 25 per cent. tin and 25 per cent. lead. 
This fuses at 203 degrees Fahr. This composition is what is 
known as Rose’s alloy. For wiped joints lead should out- 
weigh the tin by three to one, and for plumbers’ compo. pipe 
two parts of lead and one of tin is the usual composition.

The fifth annual meeting of the North Dakota Retail 
Hardware Association was held in Loyal Knights Temple, 
Fareo, N. D., Wednesday and Thursday, February 19 and 20. 
The attendance was the largest in the history of the associa- 
tion and the meeting most profitable to all concerned. In ad- 
dition to the members there were present representatives 
from all the jobbing houses in the West, and many members 
of manutaeturing firms who desired to make the personal 
acquaintance of their customers, and it was not long before 
the eathering took shape as a sort of love feast between seller 
and buyer, at any rate the greatest harmony prevailed 
throughout the session, and before they adjourned both sides 
had ample opportunity to exchange views as to trade rela- 
tious and kindred subjects of mutual interest. 

The dealers evidently stood in with the weather clerk, for 
Old Sol never shone brighter and a chinook wind came from 
the warm shores of the Pacifie as a first reminder that Spring 
and inereased business activity were at hand. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 

After a few cordial words of greeting to the members when 
he called the association to order at 10:30 a. m., Wednesday, 
President Helgesen introduced Mayor Johnson, of Fargo. 
The Mayor said he was glad to onee more greet the members 
of the association, which he referred to in complimentary 
terms, and said the gates of the city had been taken off to give 
them free entry; that they were free to all the city possessed 
in the way of weleome, and guessed that as most of the mem- 
bers had “been there before” they would not need a guide to 
the best there was in the place; that the boys must remember 
this was a Prohibition State, and he cautioned them against 
drinking the river dry, for there was something else to be had 
tor the asking “on the other side of Jordan,” that is to say-—— 
at Moorhead, across the “Raging Red.” 

The president made a very able response to the address of 
welcome extended by Mayor Johnson, which was received 
with every demonstration of approval. 

President Helgesen then appointed the following com- 
mittees:

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 
A recess was then taken till 2:30 p. m. 
[pon reassembling in the afternoon H. P. Allen, of James- 


town, read an address as follows on 
FAKES AND FAKIRS, OR LEG PULLING. 


“Eternal vigilance is the price ot liberty.” 
_ This is an old adage, and if it was true generations ago it 
1s more true at the present time, and under existing circum- 
stances conditions are constantly changing, and, unless we 
change our tactics and quicken our pace to conform to pres- 
ent conditions we will not be in the race. In every avoca- 
tion of life there is a demand for the best talent, also for 
those who use that talent to the best of their ability. When 
Daniel Webster told a friend that he had decided to be a 
lawyer, the friend tried to have him change his plan by tell- 
ing him that the legal profession was already overcrowded. 
But the reply of the great orator was, “There is always room 
at the top,” and so it proved in his ease, and it is true in 
every calling. 





Let us apply this principle to our own case and strive for 
the best we can attain. If we are not able to win the ap- 
proval of the whole country we can at least of a proportion of 
it, surely of the community in which we live—and remem- 
bering that we are not held responsible for the talent that we 
do not possess. ‘The loyal citizens are just as necessary to a 
great nation as great statesmen. 

From my limited experience 1 am convinced that some are 
not using their ability to the best purpose. Experts for work- 
ing evil and confidence men are as much in demand as ex- 
perts in legitimate business, and with too many the price 
paid decides which place they take. I do not believe that 
the world is growing worse and that everything is going to 
the bad, but it does seem that the struggle for wealth diverts 
too much of the strenuous life of our own citizens. 

I do not wish you to think, brothers of the Hardware pro- 
fession, that 1 know more about “these tricks that are dark 
and these ways that are vain” than others. I have never at- 
tempted to work them on others, nor have I been victimized 
ottener than the average man, but I think there are few of us 
who will not confess that they have been “held up” sometime 
in our business career by some one who had a sort of hypnotie 
power over us. Perhaps an experience meeting on this line 
might be of benefit and help some of us to avoid the rocks 
and shoals that others have run against, and enable us to 
learn a lesson without the experience—for experience is a 
dear teacher. 

[ft our fakirs were all of the same elass and kind we would 
soon learn to know them and be able to turn them down. But 
their ways of working are legion and they take us unawares 
and betore we comprehend them they have convineed us that 
it is necessary for us to enter into their schemes—as it will 
prove a great success and increase our trade— and, besides, if 
we do not embrace this offer our competitor will be given the 
opportunity—in fact, he has already become interested, but 
he will give us the first chance as he has been told that we 
are the more progressive and up to date. Our heart warms 
toward our new friend, and we cannot be ungrateful to one 
who has shown such interest in us and favors us in prefer- 
ence to others. 

Some of their methods are very mild and are worked year 
after year, without our realizing how we are sold. For ex- 
ample: A smooth man comes into your place of business and 
tells you the hotel keeper has bought a register of him and 
would like to have you take a ecard on the blotting page. It 
would be a splendid way to advertise your business and it 
costs you only $3. The hotel man will appreciate it, and, he 
being a customer and friend for years, the $3 and nineteen 
other merchants do the same thing, and the consequence is 
that the out of town man gets a hundred dollars from the 
merchants and furnishes a hotel register not worth over $10. 

The same scheme is worked in selling writing desks for 
hotel offices with raised backs for holding advertisements. 
From $75 to $100 is collected for advertising space, while the 
desk is not worth over $10, the difference goes to the out of 
town promoter. 

The piano racket is along the same line. <A portion of the 
merchants are solicited to pay from forty to sixty dollars 
each, for consideration. They are to receive tickets which 
they are to give out to their customers at the rate of one to 
every twenty-five cent purchase. Each ticket is a vote for 
some organization to receive the piano. The promoter car- 
ries off from $500 to $600 and furnishes a piano which can 
be bought for $125. 

[ am not condemning these ways of advertising but the ex- 
orbitant prices paid to outside strangers. If you wish to 
furnish a hotel keeper a register for the advertising it is legi- 
timate, but buy it for what it is worth, and the same with the 
writing desk and the piano. Buy them, as you buy your 
Hardware, pay what they are worth and no more. 

Another class which we should discourage is the common, 
every-day beggar. They come to us in divers ways and con- 
ditions, but they are not hard to identify. 

There is the man who walks on all fours, the blind man led 





by the little boy, the deaf man with his poetry, the poor widow 


with the large family of small children. If they do not be- 
long to your community turn them down, for by contributing 
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to them you encourage a nuisance which will continue so 
long as it pays. 

Perhaps no one line of fakirs has had greater success nor 
earried more money out of the State than the vendors of 
mining stocks. They are such slick talkers and have a 
dozens specimens of very rich ore, it will yield so much per 
ton, and, only think of it! -You may have stock at ten cents 
on the dollar. It will be worth par inside a year, no 
doubt, and the company has decided to raise the stock to 25 
cents in the near future. There is but very little more for 
sale, but they wish to interest a few of the leading men in 
each town, so with false representation, and flattery, and 
persistency they work the spider and fly racket to a finish. 

Then there are scores of ways that men part with their 
money without equitable remuneration, from the gia brick 
swindle to the inflated bladder. 

I will eall your attention to but one more, which came 
under my observation within the last few months. Three 
very smooth gentlemen visited North Dakota towns ostensibly 
to sell an innocent little article for kitchen use, worth at 
retail, after allowing a manufacturer’s and dealer’s profit, 
about $3. They proved to be experts in their line, and 
succeeded in getting two or three hundred orders at $12.88 
cents each. They could not deliver the article for some time 
as the factory was behind in its orders; but it proved to be 
such a ready seller that they turned their attention to selling 
county rights and disposed of most of North Dakota and 
most of Minnesota at $288 for each county right, so, after the 
above towns has parted with about $7,000, more or less, all 
they have to show are the two or three hundred articles, many 
of which can be bought for 25 per cent. of their cost, and the 
county rights, which, in my opinion, are not worth the paper 
they are written on. Sometimes the adage about the fool 
and his money is forced upon us. 

Now, I do not wish to leave the impression with you that 
I consider the making and hoarding of money the chief end 
of man. If our money is to do good it must be spent. It 
has been said the money we spend we have, and what we keep 
we lose—and this is true when it is spent wisely. I have 
referred to several ways which I do not consider wise ways 
of disposing of money. In closing let me recommend a few 
investments that will prove more satisfactory. 

An industrious farmer who had a poor crop for two years 
in succession loses his house and contents by fire; his neigh- 
bors and friends rally to his relief, and in a short time he has 
as good a house as before, furnished. Who will ever regret 
being one of the good Samaritans in such a ease? Or the 
poor woman who makes a living by taking in washing and 
selling milk. The cow dies; who would ever feel the poorer 
by helping to buy another? Bestow your charities on the 
worthy unfortunate in your own community with generous 
hand and cheerful hearts. 

We are only stewards, and the money we control is placed 
in our hands for investment. Let us invest it in such a 
manner that it will bear the scrutiny of Him who gives us 
the power to achieve wealth. 

Let us not be in too great haste to get rich, but follow our 
legitimate calling and give it our closest attention, and by 
caring for it it will care for us. 

Let us not put too much confidence in strangers who are 
dealers in stocks and patent rights. 

Do not let your sentiment and sympathy overrule your 
judgment. Take time to consider and ask advice before mak- 
ing radical changes in business; count the cost and eonsider 
both sides of the question before embarking in new enter- 
prises, and last, but not least, join the North Dakota Retail 
Association, attend the annual meetings and ask the secre- 
tary to allow you to write a paper for next year’s convention. 

Two hours were then given up to hearing the views of 
traveling men and manufacturers, President Helgesen pre- 
facing his invitation by saying he wanted the gentlemen to 
be frank, and if they had any grievances to “speak right out 
in meeting.” The debate that followed was participated in 
by sellers and buyers, and many points of difference were 
discussed to mutual advantage and several matters of con- 
troversy were cleared up. The remarks demonstrated the 
best of feeling between the respective interests and evidenced 
the desire of the jobbers to assist the association in all ways 
possible against illegitimate dealers and “catalogue” men. A 
feature of the debate was the manner of figuring the retailer’s 
profit and what should be considered a fair profit. There was 
a wide divergence in view as to the latter, but many good 
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points regarding figuring the cost and what it should include 
were brought out for the benefit of those who had be rn doing 
business on the guess basis. 

The jobbers and traveling men present then passed a yote 
of thanks to the association tor courtesies shown, which was 
reciprocated in kind by the association.

In several of my reports read at previous annual meetings 
J have felt they were ot so lengthy a nature that they were 
tiresome and very uninteresting to those in attendance. 

In this, my fifth report, I will attempt to carry you through 
the twelve months past and tell you as briefly as possible of 
the work performed in your secretary’s office, and add possibly 
a suggestion or two for your consideration while here to- 
gether. 

Since our organization, this has been the first year that the 
Executive Committee has not been called together to act on 
matters to come before them, which would seem conclusive 
that our work has been running along in a smooth manner 
and indicating something accomplished at least. 

By the Executive Committee not meeting, I do not mean 
that we have not had complaints and grievances to contend 
with as in previous years, but they have been handled by use 
of mails, wires and consultation of your officers, and most of 
the problems have been satisfactorily adjusted to all inter- 
ested. One or two of the more recent complaints will be dis- 
eussed by the Executive Committee during this meeting and 
proper action taken. 

Early last year, various matters came up that could not be 
satisfactorily adjusted by correspondence, so your president 
and myself met in St. Paul with the Hardware jobbers so- 
liciting trade in the Northwest, and discussed the issues aris- 
ing and received assurances of their co-operation, and which 
has been manifested since, that meeting. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The correspondence of this office during the past year has 
been no less than in previous ones, and from postage used it 
would indicate that it far exceeds all others. There are sev- 
eral causes that can be attributed to this increase. First, we 
have had double the complaints presented this year than for- 
mer ones, for investigation and adjustment. 

Another cause is that we have been trying to secure an ac- 
curate list of the Hardware dealers in the State, and there 
has been no end to the correspondence in this connection. 

The large emigration to our State has made many new 
towns, and necessarily many new Hardware firms have en- 
tered the field. To secure their membership has made a large 
amount of correspondence and used a great deal of postage. 

I regret to say it, but I believe that it is a safe assertion 
that not more than one quarter of the dealers in our associa- 
tion answer the first letter I send them, consequently through 
their neglect in not answering letters sent them, many dollars 
have been wasted in postage. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Our membership to-day is 135, and with the exception of 
six, all of that number are in good standing. Undoubtedly 
these will be paid up during this meeting. Although our 
present membership shows only sixteen more members than 
last year, we have secured thirty-five. This difference is due 
to the fact that we have been compelled to drop some on ac 
count of changes in their business location, others because of 
their retirement from business and non-payment of dues, ete. 
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Nevertheless, we have never met in annual session since our 
organization without having a larger membership than the 
meeting previous. 

From every available source known to me to secure infor- 
mation, I find there are at this date 228 dealers engaged in 
the legitimate Hardware business in this State, which is 
seventeen more than there were last year. The names of 
these firms you will find incorporated in our program, and 
while you are together you will confer a great favor on your 
officers if you will look these names over carefully and advise 
them of any errors or omissions. 

I do not approve of mixing politics with our association 
work, but there are many abuses confronting the merchants 
throughout the State that can not be successfully controlled 
other than through legislation. It would seem advisable at 
this meeting to appoint a legislative committee to attend to 
framing bills that appear necessary now, or that may develop 
later. and to look after their interests at the next session of 
the legislature which convenes next Winter. 

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

Through the medium of the National Hardware Bulletin, 
our members have been able to keep in touch during the last 
year with matters handled by that organization, and I am 
sure that I accord the sentiment of our entire membership in 
expressing our satisfaction with the able manner the affairs 
of that association are being handled, and with the cord they 
have so successfully tied in connecting most of the State 
associations together. 

We have read with pleasure, I am sure, the account of the 
Wisconsin annual meeting held two weeks ago and their de- 
cision in joining with the other States in the National, and 
we hope that the other States who have not as yet thought 
best to cast their lot with those affiliated with the National 
will think more favorably of so doing, and that action will 
be taken by them at their annual meeting. 

x * % % * * 

I have made this report somewhat longer than contem- 
plated at start, but I desire before closing to express to the 
Hardware trade throughout the State, and to the officers of 
the association, and members of the Executive Committee, 
my appreciation for the splendid support and co-operation 
they have given us in the past, and thereby permitted us to 
continue to hold the supremacy above all other similar organ- 
izations, in having for our membership the largest number 
of dealers in proportion to the available ones of any State 
Retail Hardware Association in the United States. 

The treasurer’s report followed. It showed the association 
to be in a remarkably good financial condition, having a large 
balance in the treasury. 

A committee from the North Dakota Grocers’ Association 
appeared before the meeting and extended the good will of 
their association and asked that the Hardwaremen join them 
in organizing a mutual fire insurance association. The 
Hardwaremen felt that they were not at present in a position 
to take action on such a matter owing to their allegiance to 
the Minnesota Hardware Association’s Mutual Co., with 
which they were affiliated. 

A number of jobbers and manufacturers were then intro- 
duced, and an interesting exchange of views was enjoyed till 
the noon recess.

_ Kesolved, That the action of the Executive Committee at 
its meeting of July 10, 1901, in rescinding the resolutions of 
Sept mber 29, 1897, and February 16, 1898, and the adoption 
in lieu thereof of the following resolutions, be approved: 
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Resolved, That it never has been, and is not now, the pur- 
pose or the intention of the association to dictate or in any 
way to attempt to control the prices at which Hardware, 
stoves, tinware or any other article of a kindred nature shall 
be sold in this State, either by foreign jobbers or by retail 
dealers, nor is it the purpose of the association to attempt to 
limit the full and free competition in the importation and 
sale of said articles in this State. The object of this asso- 
ciation is, in general terms, to promote the interests of its 
members and by all lawful means to protect the legitimate 
Hardware trade. 

At times there are certain persons engaged in the sale of 
the articles above mentioned who are objectionable to the 
members of this association. 

We do not in any way attempt to limit the right of such 
persons to buy of whoever will sell to them, or to sell at 
whatever price he chooses to put upon his goods, but the mem- 
bers of this association will exercise the right, which they 
maintain they have, to refuse to purchase goods of any manu- 
faecturer or jobber who persists in selling, either directly or 
indirectly, to any person who shall for any reason be declared 
objectionable to this association.

Resolved, That we are greatly indebted to President Hel- 
ecsen and Secretary Barnes for the efficient manner in which 
they have conducted the affairs of the association for the 
past year. We realize that we are unable to adequately re- 
ward them for the many sacrifices which they have neces- 
sarily made in furthering our interests, but assure them that 
we deeply appreciate it, and sincerely hope that fortune may 
beam beneficently upon them.
